The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Regarding claim 1 , the references of the Prior Art of record fails to teach or suggest the 
combination of the limitations as set forth in claim 1 , specifically for the limitation of the 
emission layer on the anode side is directly adjacent to an electrically conductive layer, wherein 
both said at least one matrix material and said at least one phosphorescent emitter are low- 
molecular- weight defined compounds having a molecular weight of less than 10,000 g/mol and 
wherein said electrically conductive layer is said anode or an organic hole-injection layer 
comprising a doped conductive polymer or a doped triarylamine derivative in combination with 
other claimed features of the present claimed invention. 

Regarding claims 6-27, claims 6-27 are allowable for the reasons given in claim 1 
because of their dependency status from claim 1 .
